But it has superior qualities. It has much re- 
sistance to anthracnose, and a much harder 
rind, making it suitable for shipment. 


It is large; melons of 40 to 60 pounds are 
common, and the light color make it resis- 
tant to sunburn. Seeds are mostly white with 
darker tips. Its large size may reduce the 
number of melons per acre, but growers hay- 
ing a special market for large melons of su- 
perior quality should be delighted with its 
large size and good appearance.
